Platform for Shorties Helps Finishers 


“If a pint-sized silk finisher worked 
in a sweater with sleeves down to her 
fingertips, you'd tell her to roll them 
up, wouldn't you?” asks a Southern 
plant foreman. He says a platform to 
raise a small woman to comfortable 
working height will reduce fatigue 
and raise her efficiency just as much 
as rolling up the sweater sleeves. But, 
he says, since it’s more work to lay out 
a platform than to roll up sleeves 
cleaners don't get around to it 

The plant is designed for unit fir 
ishing with all work fed into and taken 
away from the unit. The platform 
covers the entire floor inside the unit 
lo overcome the big headache of 
cleaning around the pl itforms a clear 
ance of 3 inches is left around the 
press and ironing-board pedestals and 
around the puffer legs. This is wide 
enough for the industrial vacuum 
cleaner nozzle to get right down to 
the floor. While creating a “tailored’

Although the finishing room of one 
Southern plant is in the center of the 
building, it is nicely ventilated without 
freezing employees who work by win- 
dows.

These doors are made of 2-by-12- 
inch rough planking and are covered 
with heavy galvanized sheeting.

In summertime all trapdoors are 
kept wide open, supplying enough 
fresh air for the ceiling fans to change 
the room air every 30 seconds. In 
winter the trapdoors are 
“cracked” open with thin 
wedges. This admits just enough air 
to carry off steam without making the 
operators uncomfortable.

Heavy-Duty Bag Rack 


bagge VY 


A Southern cleaner handling over $6,000 weekly volume 
has devised what he calls “a heavy-duty garment bag rack.” 
It holds a large quantity of bags and is easily refilled by the 
bagger herself. It is 5 feet high, 5 feet long and 3 feet wide, 
with separate shelves for jacket-length, dress-length and 
extra-long garment bags. 

Side loading is made easier through drop-leaf sides se 
cured by spring-latches at either end. This assures laying the 
bags on the shelves without folding or wrinkling 

Extra bags are stacked alongside the rack in three bins. 
Since these bins are only 2 feet deep by 3 feet wide, the 
bags are folded in, 20 or 30 at a time. Small sizes are folded 
once. The larger sizes are folded two or three times, over 
and back, in an “S” fold. Between them, rack and bins hold 
a normal day's supply of garment bags. 


Marker's Stand Has Stickability 


A Southern cleaner found that garments slipped off the 
bar over which they were laid when a pickup bag was being 
emptied by the marker. So he devised a small stand about 
waist-high and 2 feet long. The top is a foot wide and 
curved so a large part of the bottom garment is supported, 
and is subject to friction enough to prevent its sliding, no 
matter how carelessly tossed on the stand. In addition, the 
top of the stand is covered with black ribbed rubber matting 
to increase the “stickability.”

Employer Unfairness 


Are there cases in which the National 
Labor Relations Board has been re- 
versed by the United States Court of 
Appeals in conclusions that certain acts 
of an employer were unfair to his em- 
ployees, and therefore illegal?

Although the cleaner, like most 
other laymen, is apt to shy away from 
the use of legal terms, there are three 
legal words that play an important 
part in his dealings with patrons that 
should be kept in mind, 

The law of “bailment” deals with 
any transaction where the owner of 
personal property entrusts it to an- 
other for servicing, storage or other 
temporary purpose on an understand- 
ing that it is to be returned to the 
owner. The owner is the “bailor” and 
the cleaner, or other custodian, is the 
“bailee.” 

The cleaner is “bailee” when he re- 
ceives garments for servicing, but 
“bailor” when he stores his trucks in 


a garage or sends them there for re 
pair. The nature of service that he 
must use in handling customers’ gat 
ments differs from that rendered by 
the garage man in cleaning the clean 
ers car. But the degree of care re 
quired is the same. 

If, in a particular state, there is a 
lack of authoritative court decisions 
in cases involving the handling of gar- 
ments, a doubtful legal question often 
may be solved by ascertaining what 
the courts have decided about respon- 
sibility for the safe return of motor 
vehicles. 

The cleaner will have a double in- 
terest in knowing what the Pennsvl 
vania Superior Court lately decided 
in the case of Atkins v, Raquet Ga- 
rage Corporation, 110 Atl. 2d 767. 
First, the decision is informative as 
to his rights against a garage opera- 
tor. Second, it reflects the rights that 
the garage operator or other customer 
would have against the cleaner fo 
loss of a suit of clothes. The case 
dealt specially with loss of a car by 
fire. Here is the gist of the decision 

1. If the loss was caused bv negli- 
gence of the garage company it was 
no defense that when the car was 
left for storage, the bailor 
was handed a claim check that bore 
the statement, “Not responsible for 
fire or theft.” It is a settled law in 
Pennsylvania that bailee cannot 
stipulate against liability for his own 
So, if the case had been 
turned around and the garage man 


(owner ) 


negligence 


had sued for negligent loss of his Sun- 
day suit by fire, the cleaner would 
not have put himself in the clear by 
proving that he had notified the ga 
rage man that he would not be liable 
for fire or theft 

2. When a bailor (customer) sues 
for loss of his property and proves that 
it was delivered to the bailee (clean- 
er or garage man) and was not re 
turned, it is up to the latter to prove 
if he can, that the loss was not caused 
by his fault. If he produces testimony 
to that effect, it is then up to the bailor 
to prove that the loss was negligent), 
caused. If there is a flat contradiction 
as to whether the loss was negligently 
caused, it is for the judge or jury to 
determine whether there was negli- 
gence or not. If the testimony is so 
evenly balanced that the judge or 
jury cannot decide whether or not 
there was negligence, the suit should 
be dismissed because the burden is 
on the bailor (customer) to prove 
that the bailee was negligent. 
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Timing

Fire Hazards 


There are few trade organizations that do more for 
their industry than the Laundry and Cleaners Allied 
Trades Association, One of its more important func- 
tions is the work it does with the National Fire Pre- 
vention Association. Through an LCATA committee, 
it voluntarily works with the Association to set up in- 
dustry standards for fire prevention. These standards 
become the base on which nsurance companies fix 
their costs to drycleaners. Because of the good efforts 
of the LCATA and its close relations with the NFPA, 
drycleaners enjoy an equitable rate. 

Since the charged system has become w idely used 
many modifications of equipment have been made 
right in drycleaning plants. Some of these are in con 
tradiction with code specifications. Several instances 
of fire have occurred. A recent rash of plant fires in 
Ohio and other areas prompted the NFPA to meet 
with the LCATA committee in December. These acci- 
dents are not the result of faulty equipment. This all 
conforms to NFPA specifications. The changes made in 
plants are what is causing the trouble. 

You may rest assured the LCATA committee will 
work in your best interests on these investigations. 
But you can help yourself to avoid increased insurance 
rates if you make certain your plant conforms to un- 
derwriters’ specifications. All the rules governing our 
industry are contained in the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters Booklet No. 32. Free copies of this are 
available for the asking. Write to the National Fire 
Protection Association, 85 John Street, New York 38, 
N. Y. 

Most city codes are based on this booklet, although 
some areas have even more stringent regulations. Con- 
formity to the NBFU code can save you inconvenient 
inspections, protect your goodwill and perhaps even 
keep vou in business.

It also isked that 
orde rs be picked up as soon as possi 
ble because of space limitations cre 
ated by the promotion 

Mr. Stetson has run this campaign 
with and without tie-in sales. He feels 
that the more successful is the one 
with no strings attached. The only 
provision is that the garment be com 
pletely green. No colored trim is per 
mitted. Other than that, the cleaning 
job is “on the house.” 

The entire promotion, including 
cost of processing work, amounted to 
well under 2 percent of annual sales. 
And as the prime factor in an over all 
increase of 13 percent, it more than 
paid for itself. So much so that the

The Tax Return 


Is Only the Beginning 


Questions and challenges you may encounter 


. . .« and how to be prepared to meet them

SOME TIME BETWEEN NOW and 
April 15, either after much labor on 

ur part or a lesser amount of more 
highly skilled labor on the part of 
our accountant. vou will have filed 
your tax returns for 1955 and hoped 
that that is the end of vour income 
tax problem for another vear. But is 
it the end? 

From that point on, a few of the 
many thousands of emplovees in the 
Internal Revenue Service will be con 
cerned with your tax return, and any 
time within the next three vears 


longer under some circumstances 
someone from the Treasury Depart 
ment may either invite you to bring 
our papers to the tax office or visit 
vour office to satisfy himself that vour 
return has been accurately and hon 
estly filled out. Most of vou are inter 
ested in corporations of which you 
are major stockholders or managers. 
Unless corporations are very small, 
the chance of inspection is much 
greater than with individuals, partic 
ularly if sales approach the million 
mark 


What To Do When the Revenue 
Agent Comes 


If you conduct your business in 
corporate form, or if you are a partner 
or proprietor of an established busi 
ness, your first notice of a pending 
examination of your tax liability is 


likely to be 


revenue agent 


a telephone call from a 
reque sting a conter 
ence at your office at a mutually con 
venient date in the immediate future 
Unless you have knowingly filed a 
false and fraudulent return, in which 
case this article is not intended for 
you, you have no reason to be wor 


ried or concerned. It is possible that 
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vour return has been selected for ex 
amination because the government 
has learned about some source ot 
omitted income or apparent improper 
deduction, but it is much more prob 
able that something on the face of 
the return has attracted attention du 
ing the routine “desk audit” or that 
yours was a random selection for a 
field examination 

Your next move should be to notify 
vour accountant of the pending ex- 
amination, or to ask the agent to tele 
phone him, so that a conference can 
be arranged either at his or vour office. 
Sometimes the agent will communi- 
cate with the taxpayer's accountant 
initially. In such a case your first 
knowledge that vour return is to be 
examined may come to you from your 
accountant—with the occasional good 
news that the agent’s questions have 
been satisfactorily answered in the ac- 
office, and that further 
checking in your office is not required.

Most businessmen are not sufficient- 
lv familiar with either the tax laws or 
their own books to answer questions 
trom revenue agents accurately. 
Therefore. it is a very good rule for 
the taxpayer or his bookkeeper to re 
quest that all questions be discussed 
with the accountant who prepared 
the original return. 

The old legal adage that “a man 
who is his own lawver has a fool for 
i client” is equally applicable to tax 
prac tice ause an adverse dec mron 
based upon a misunderstanding of the 
facts always costs the taxpayer money. 


What Items Are Likely To Be 
Checked, and Why? 


Many years of experience with tax 
examinations have shown that in the

The following are a few suggestions 
which might prevent the assessment of 
additional taxes when returns are ex- 
amined, 


1. Repairs vs. Capital Expenditures 


Expenditures for repairs which do 
not prolong the life or increase the 
value of plant and equipment are 
deductible as ordinary 
and necessary expenses. On the other 
hand, new 


legitimately 
equipment or improve 
ments or additions to existing equip 
capital 
expenditures, the cost of which is re 


ment are considered to be 


coverable through depreciation 
charges spread over the useful life of 
the property. 

Here is where adequate records 
made at the time the transaction 
took place would help to convince 
the agent that the taxpayer s deduc 
tion was reasonable and proper. For 
example, a notation on an invoice 
stating that an expenditure was due 
to moving a machine from one place 
to another, or that it was necessitated 
by replacement of a broken or worn 
part, should be sufficient to sustain a 
deduction as expense.

Special problems exist with respect 
to bad debts resulting from transac 
tions between a corporation and _ its 
stockholders. Regarding these the tax- 
payer should obtain competent tax 
advice in each individual case 


5. State Tax Accruals 


One of the nuisance problems in 
volved in examinations by revenue 
agents is the fact that they are under 
instructions to recompute state taxes 
claimed in the original returns. The 
iccurate computation of these taxes at 
the time the return is filed is some 
times very difficult, and most changes 
of the Federal tax liability necessitate 
the correction of the state tax deduc- 
tion. Neither revenue agents nor ac- 
countants like this, as both recognize 
that there is usually little to be gained 
by either the government or the tax 
payer from the change and sometimes 
it is the only change made as a result 
of a revenue examination. 


6. Excessive or Unearned 
Executive Salaries 


This is a spotty type of problem 


which causes some taxpayers a great 
deal of trouble but is seldom experi 
enced by others. We have experienced 
cases where the salary issue has not 
been raised even when the amounts 
are large and obviously intended to 
absorb all of the taxable income of a 
corporation. We recall a specific case 
where salaries were relatively modest, 
taxable income was large, substantial 
dividends were paid, vet two succes 
sive revenue agents attempted to dis 
allow substantial amounts of salaries 
as excessive, and in both cases the tax 
payers. contentions of reasonableness 
were sustained in conference 

Problems involved in the allowance 
of salaries paid to officers and stock 
holders are basically le gal rather than 
accounting. Corporate minutes should 
show the fact of election or appoint 
ment to specific offices, the salaries to 
be paid or the formula by which the 
salaries are to be determined. If bon 
uses are to be paid in addition to regu 
lar salaries, they should be authorized 
before the end of the vear, if possible 
and all amounts due to officer stock 
holders should be paid within two and 
a half months after the end of the 
corporation § fiscal year. 

If proper corporate action has been 
taken and the salaries are commensu 
rate with responsibilities of the respec 
tive officers, there should usually be 
little difficulty in convincing most 
revenue agents that they are not ex 
cessive 

The problem of apparently un 
earned salaries to wives and other 
relatives of principal owners is trou 
blesome, particularly when, as is some 
times the case, there is little evidence 
that the individual is performing any 
service or has any talent or experience 
that would be of value to the com- 
pany. Sometimes such salaries, par- 
ticularly if the amounts are nominal, 
can be justified on the grounds of past 
or occasional service, sometimes be 
cause they can and sometimes do exer 
cise corporate functions in the event 
of absence or disability of the princi- 
pal officers. 

In any case, whenever this type of a 
salary is challenged, a proper corpo- 
rate record made at the time of elec 
tion or appointment may mean the 
difference between allowance or dis- 
allowance of the amount involved. 


7. Purchase or Sale of a Business 


This is one of an important group 
of financial transactions the tax effect 
of which should be thoroughly ex 
plored before the event is consum 
mated, Sometimes, as in the sale of 
goodwill, the tax interests of buver 
and seller are diametrically opposite, 
perhaps to so great an extent that an

8. Retention of Earnings To Avoid 
Payment of Personal Taxes on Divi- 
dends 


Almost evervone who knows any 
thing about corporate taxation will 
agree that it is unyust and unsound to 
tax income to a corporation at high 
rates and then tax dividends to the 
individuals who receive them at as 
high or higher rates. Since one politi 
cal party Opposes any correction of 
this inequity upon the grounds that 
either the 
from taxation to individuals or the 


exemption of dividends 


illowance of dividends paid as a de 


duction from corporate income would 


favor the rich as against the poor, it Is 
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doubttul if anything will be done 
about it. It naturally followed that the 
closely held corporation paid out as 
much income as possible in salaries, 
interest, rents, et« for which they 
could obtain deductions, and paid 
little if any in dividends, which are 
subject to double taxation 

In an attempt to force corporations 
to pay dividends, the 1939 Code con- 
tained 102 


penalty tax upon

Should the taxpayer fail to reach 
an agreement with the conferee in the 
Appellate Division, he will then re- 
ceive the “90-day letter,” stating the 
deficiency as determined and that the 
taxpayer has 90 days in which to peti- 
tion the tax court for a hearing. 

From this point on, the taxpayer 
must decide whether to drop the mat 
ter, appeal to the tax court or pay the 
tax and sue for its recovery in the 
Federal courts. Then, or in some cases 
earlier, a tax attorney should be re 
tained to advise as to the next course 
to pursue and to initiate such legal 


action as may be decided upon.
